SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO NOTICE TO FILE MISSING PARTS 

This reply supplements the reply received by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
on 08/16/04 to the Notice to File Missing (Notice) parts mailed 06/28/2004, as well as to the 
Notice of Incomplete Reply mailed 09/08/2004. This reply is accompanied by a petition for 
a one-month extension, extending the period for response until 9/28/04. 

The Notice states that replacement drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.84 and 37 
CFR 1.121 are required because certain of the submitted figures are not electronically 
reproducible. Specifically, Figures 4, 5, 8-15 and 17-25 are considered too dark. The 
applicants traverse this holding and ask, for the following reasons, that these drawings be 
accepted as computer-generated images analogous to photographs. 

The applicants describe in the specification and drawings certain systems and 
methods related to imaging using various radio frequencies. The figures indicated are 

computer generated images of data used in the systems and methods. As such, they include 
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gray scale and black and white images that convey information to the reader of the nature 
and context of the processes and data involved. It is submitted that these images portray data 
that in most cases varies in a non-uniform and not-well defined manner that can only be 
correctly conveyed in graphic form. A line drawing rendering of the gray scale and complex 
images would require omitting and distorting much of the data contained in the images as 
filed. Further, to present the data for each figure as an extensive table of data would 
obfuscate the information. In the image form, the context and relative significance of the 
data is readily understood when visually perceived by a human observer. 

Further, the applicants submit that even as dark as they are, the figures after being 
scanned and printed provide a better illustration of the concepts disclosed than would be 
possible when illustrated using conventional drafting techniques. Using commercially 
available equipment at the disposal of the undersigned attorney of record, the figures as filed 
were scanned and printed. These printed figures are attached and identified as "Attachment 
A." Even though there is some reduction in resolution of the images, the applicants submit 
that these images still adequately illustrate the concepts presented, and do so better than 
could be provided with conventional drafting techniques. Photocopies of the original figures 
provide even better duplication of the originals. 

Additionally, the images in question are similar to figures of images contained in U.S. 
patents numbered 5,455,590, 5,557,283, 5,859,609 and 6,703,964. The applicants ask that 
the figures as filed in this application be accepted for the same reasons that the corresponding 
figures of these patents were accepted.
